The average temperature for. the post 


week was slightly lower than that of the 
week proceeding, and ranged from 68° 
over the extreme northern counties to 
78 ° over the southern portion of the 
state.

so. 


throughout the week, with no marked 
or sudden changes. 


Therainfsll during the wsek has been 


copious, and in some sections, especial- 
ly in the southeastern portion of the 
Btate, unusaully heavy., the total for the 
week in Eacine county exceeding four 
inches. These rains at some points 
have been accompanied by very de- 
structive hail storms and high winds, 
while the storm at Sheboygon on the 
20th developed a typical tornado, which 
did considerable 
damage.

showers have damaged crops to a cpn- 
piderable extent in some sections, and 
have retarded tbreshingand fall plough- 
ing.

ENGLAND IN DANGER 


OF BUBONIC PLAGUE 


Great Britisn Is Alarmed Over the Pro 


spictof an Epidemic—Pest 


Houses Given Up. 


London, Aug. 29.—While India is 


suffering from one of the worst outbreak 
of cholera ever recorded, so that people 
are dying at the rate of , 7,000 a week. 
Great Britain is alarmed by the prospect 
of an edidemic of bubonic plague within 
her o^n boundaries. The medical air 
thorities at Glasgow have already had 
several cases under their observation.

On Monday a child sickened and died 


within forty-eight hours from an illness 
which was at'first thought to be pneu- 
monia, but after a minute examination 
by the the hospital authorities was pro- 
nounced to be plague.) 


Another death occurred today, and 


ten families were removed to a reception 
house for patients suffering from this 
disease which the municpality has hast- 
ily established.

Party- Depart* to Reach, .the 


South Pole. 


The 
International 
Meteorological 


committee, which held Its last meeting 
at St. Petersburg, gives an feoconnt of 
the projected expedition to the south 
pole, -which will be under the direc- 
tion of Herr von Drygalski. The expe- 
dition left at the end of August, iSOl, 
to go at onoe to the Gape of Good 
Hope, stop-ping only to make sound- 
Ings from time to time In the South 
Atlantic. The equipage will be com- 
pleted at that point, if necessary, and 
the magnetic observations will be be- 
gun. 
Prom the Cape the expedition 


will pass by Prince Edward and Crozet 
islands to Kerguelen, where at least 
one series of magnetic observations 
will be made. During the sea voyage 
meteorological observations will be 
made every four hours and between 
11:30 a. m. and 1 p. m. a number of 
temperature readings will be taken, 
'so as to determine more exactly the 
maximum temperature of the air above 
the ocean. At Kerguelen it is proposed 
to establish an auxiliary station.which 
will contain a registering instrument 
for -magnetic variations, magnetome- 
ters and an inclinometer, and meteoro- 
logical 
observations 
will be made 


there, using automatic registering in- 
struments, says the Scientific Ameri- 
can. In November, 1901, the main par- 
ty will proceed eastward to 90 degrees 
longitude, then to Termination island, 
going from there to the hypothetical 
west coast of Victoria land.. It is pro- 
posed to establish there the principal 
observing station, which will be in op- 
eration from February, 1902, to the 
same period of 1903. The return trip 
is then to be made. In February ,1903, 
the expedition will proceed westward 
to-ward Wedell sea, if possible, and 
from there pass by 
Georgia toward 


Tristan da Cunha. Starting frorn^ Ker- 
guelen, the magnetic and meteorolo- 
gical observations will be made during 
the trip. At the main station will be 
established a complete set of instru- 
ments for magnetic variations and a 
set for absolute 
magnetic measure- 


ments. 
FTOTI the station a series of 


observation 'rips will be made in sleds 
and magnetic readings will be taken 
with the portable instruments. 
The 


Vessel carrying the expedition Is con- 
structed of wood, with a complete rig- 
ring of sails and an auxiliary steam 
engine. 
The latter, with its .acces- 


sories, will be -placed In the rear," so 
as not to disturb the magnetic observ- 
ations, which will be made on the cap- 
tain's bridge. 
The use of iron will be 


avoided for a 
distance of six yards 


around the observation posts.

Burned 


APPALLING. 


Report That la Hnnc Cluing la Held u» 


» Xlostnge—All Members of tHe Im- 
perial Household 1'robably Safe In tlie 
Interior—AU«r the Uuxera. 


London, Aug. 29.—An account of the 


conditions prevailing in Pekin, dated 
Aug. 15, and mailed thence to Shang- 
hai, whence it was cabled, says' that 
the capital now presents an aspect of 
absolute desolation. 
The destruction 


has been simply appalling. 


"What used to be Legation street is 


now unrecognizable. 
All the houses 


of foreigners have been either burned, 
riddled with shells or blown up. The. 
French legation, which used to have 
one of the finest compounds in the 
city, now only shows a few portions 


. of its walls standing. 
Hundreds of 


acres covered by natives' houses have 
been burned over. 


There has been the most wanton 


destruction . of 
property. Buildings 


•which were not burned were pulled 
down for the mere pleasure of destroy- 
ing something. 


The top of ,the city hall is a mar7 


velous sight.' There are brick 
and 


F.andbag 
barricades 
every 
twenty 


yards, while the underground shelters 
are littered with discarded uniforms, 
hundreds of 
cartridge 
boxes, 
and 


pouches, and even rifles and spears, 
left behind by the Chineae when they 
fled. 
i 


At one place close to the American 


legation a determined 
attempt 
had 


been 'made to undermine it. 
A shaft 


•was sunk from the top of a wall fifteen 
feet deep, and then continued as a tun- 
nel, with a sharp slope for some dis- 
tance in the direction of the legation. 
Whether the Chinese tired 
of their 


work or only abandoned it because of 
the approach 
of 
the 
allies, is not 


known, but the existence of the shaft 
was discovered after relief had arrived. 


The day the 
allies 
arrived 
they 


burned several of the city gates. Fires 
are blazing everywhere. Several build- 
ings within the imperial city were set 
on fire by the shells of the allies. The 
French, American; and Japanese artil- 
lery intermittently shelled the imperial 
city all day on Aug 15. 


• There is no confirmation from any 


source of the report of an advance 
northward from Pekin. 
On the con- 


trary, a movement southward to clear 
the country and to insure free 
• com- 


munication with Taku is apparently in 
progress. The powers, as late as Aug. 
21, were still unable to agree as to how 
to deal with Pekin itself, the Japanese 
and Russians being at variance as to 
whether the imperial palaces should be 
"destroyed. 


GUIDA IS ORDERED EXCLUDED 


Not Proven »n Auarcliiat, but Will B 


Deported as Umlealrnble. 


New York, Aug. 29.—The Italian, 


Guida, who arrived in this country two 
weeks ago on 
the Kaiser Wilhelm 


II., In company with the alleged an- 
archist, Marcesa, another Italian, was 
ordered excluded on instructions from 
the treasury depax-traent. 
He will be 


deported to Europe. Marcesa's case has 
not been decided. Giyda and Marcesa 
were suspected 
of 
being anarchists 


when they arrived in this country, and 
there were reports that Marcesa had 
come to kill President McKinley in ac- 
cordance with a plot hatched in Italy. 
The men have been detained on Ellis 
Island. 
The board of special inquiry 


of the immigration bureau decided to 
hold Guida no longer, as it was shown 
that he had no connection with Mar- 
cesa either in political or other man- 
ner, 
Because he was an undesirable 


immigrant, and because he had come 
over as a stowaway and no one had 
paid his $10 fine, it was decided to ex- 
clude and deport him from the country. 
Marcesa's caee is still in abeyance. 


Serions Railway Strike. 


London, Aug. 29.—The railway strike 


Is as serious as ever. Both sides are 
determined to carry on the fight. Sec- 
retary Garrity of the Amalgamated So- 
ciety of Railway Servants declares that 
the employes will submit to arbitration 
if they c^.n get It. The average wages 
of railway employes in England is less 
than 14 cents an hour. The highest is 
$20 a week, the lowest 53.75, and the 
average $6.16. 
The railway . officials 


say they can resist the strike and find 
plenty of employes, but this la doubt- 
ful, 
in view of the scarcity of laboi 


resulting from the war. 
The strike 


on the Taff Vale road in Wales may 
be settled to-morrow. The officials re- 
ceived a committee 
of the employes 


yesterday and a discussion followed 
ending in a better 
feeling 
on both 


sides. Another conference will be held 
to-morrow.
